* Jute Prince over all Greece , they took upon 
* them to re-deliver the Government of the 
| Towns and Cities again into the hands of the 
* People,and alſo to put down his friends whom 
* he had ftabliſhed there. And hereupon fell 


out great inſurrection again 3 for ficlt of all, 
they that were baniſhed from Athens, having 


ſacprized and taken the Caſtle of Phyla, upon 


the ſudden did ſet upon the thirty Governors 
Tyrants ( whom Lyſznder had placed there ) 
and overcame them in Bat.el. Whereupon 
Ly/anderftraight returned to Sparta, and per- 
ſwaded the Licedemonians to refer the Go- 
verament to the nu nber of a few, and to 
puniſh the inſolency of the People, So by his 
> «ppm they ſent firſt an hundred Ta» 
ents unto the thirty Tyrants for an aid to 
maintain this War , and appointed Lyſander 
lumſelfGeneral. But the two Kings of Spar- 
ta envying him, and fearing le t he thould take 
the City of Athens again , they determined

be General , who ruled not in this rebellion

within the circuit of their walls? Whereupon A» 
refilans never gave Lyſander occafion todo any 
thing , neither did commit any matter of 
weight unto him , that might be honourable 
for him; but which is worlt of all , if heper- 
ceived that he had taken any mens cauſes in 
hand , and that he did favour them , he did 
always ſend them back again into their Coun« 
trey , denying their ſuit , without that they 
could obtain any thing they ſued for , lefle 
then the meaneſt perſons that could have 
come; extinguiſhing Lyſander*s credit by lit» 
tle and little, and taking from him all autho- 
rity by this meanes. Whercfore, Lyſander 
perceiving how he was thus refufed and reje- 
Red inallchings , ſeeing that the couritenance 
and favour which he thought ro ſhew unto his 
friends, fell out hurtful untothem ; lefr offto 
ſolicite their matters any more, and prayed 
them to forbear to comeuntohim , or to fol-

Eat , in fo highac 
gree » as that he termed himſelf ro be 
wrath of Godzand not a man ; 1n regard whete 
of, ſome do compare him ro Hannbal, ti 
king itfor granted , that the earth never bot 
2 more fierce, obliinate, and felf- willed m 
than this ſame Tamberlain; and that nonee 
ver puniſhed rhefts and plunders in ſuch 
manner as he did , although himſelf was il 
oreateſt Thief and Robber , andthe moſt

Al 
on the contrary , he was again ſo excellent

areafÞhith , not judging ir poſſible thac ſo inconſi- 
acenWrable a man as he is ſaid ro have been, ſhould 
untrWutain to ſuch a pitch of greatneſle, as to ſhake 
rence Thrkiſh Empire which was (o long a fſet- 
ſong : But fince I finde that the generality is 
19 biWſthat opinion, it will not be unbeſeeming my

ly ashe did : And ſhould I relate the feyerall 
orders which he cauſed his Soldiers to os 
ſerve, it would be an endlefs work ; 1 hal 
onely tell you in what manner he prevented 
che coming of any Spies into his Carp, and 
how they were preſently diſcovered ; for 
which cauſe he built a houſe withour his Camp 
for all ſtrangers that arrived , who were there 


lodged and treated , having any bulinefſeto if 


communicate unto him ; whereby he prevent-

o being gained by the Preſents which be 
them » came unto his relief with cheir 
rces, and with this ſupport he fell upon the 
Mitre , overcame them, and defeated their 
yz which gained him ſuch a repute, as 

the Inhabitants of Samercand furniſhed 
mywith Gold and Silver , and Forces to go 
fough with his undertakings. So likewiſe 
King ofthe Maſſagetbans made T amberlain 

neral of all his Forces,to his own ruine ; for 
the taking of Pogdatus a City in Tartary, 
* Wanberlain ( on purpoſe to uſurp his King- 
m) did cauſe a Fig to be given him , and 
er his death married his Widow : And 

mediately after made himſelf King of Sa- 

rand , and of the Maſſagets ; harbouring 
defign in his head at that very time to 
mquer the Empire of Aſia 3 whereun- 
» he was much follicited and egged on by 
tidarus , who brought CMyrxews in dif- 
| Mice with 7 amberlain , to whom he had re- 
» Worted Come words which Myrxexs had unad- 
lledly ſpoken of Tamberlain , whileſt he was 
kely General of the ec aſſagets , which coſt 
ol Wexexs his life. Afterwards he began a war 
Walt the Hircanians and C aducians, _—_ 

e 
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he conquered. And becauſe the Arabia, 
did ravage the neighbouring parts, andoy 
relief unro the Cadvcians , he therenpon t00 
occation to invade all the Nations which 
ſubje& to the Sultan of Per/ia , of Baldg; 
Damatia, and of Xgypt. However, thou 
he could nor conquer chemzitrer he had well, 
nigh tired them out , he agreed a Peace wid 
them » conditionally that rhey ſhould full 
niſh him with Forces to ſerve him in his wars 
and to pay bim at annual Tribuce as a fieng 
their ſubmiſſion. 

But whileft he was buſGed thus 3 rorment 
ing ſome, and undermining others, flattering 
himſelf with the vain hopes of the grear Cath 
queſt he ſhould make , he was called hon, 
avain by the troubles which were ariſen in ti; 
own Countrey. For the great King ofC 
2a) » who is one of the nine 1:4:a» Horde 
and the Soveraign of all the Tartars, h 
made a pretty ſpoyl through all Tamberlan 
Countrey , who in the beginning thought i 
have thundered him out again : but finding 
with whom he had todeal » apprehending lelWay 
if he ſhould exaſperate the great Cham off 
tay roomnch , it might endanger his poſlenol 
Ons » Was conſtrained to come to a Treaty 
andtodemand a Peace 3 which was grantee 
him > conditionally that Tamber/ain ſhouifint 
do hin Homage , and ſhould pay a yea! 
Tribute for the Maſſagetes Councrey whidihq 
he held. Nor need we ro doubt but that Taviie ; 
berlain right have withltood the great Tolle 


tar, but that he was loth to diminiſh his Forage 
& 
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biaries with which he was reſolved to wage War 
22\Gozinſt the Orcoman Family ; being ſpurred 
toullfca chereunto by the great Ambition he had 
ys to undertake ſome conſiderable expe» 
Jnon or other againi{ his Neighbors. Where 
ice being entered Cappadocia , he beſieged 
the City of Seboſta , and fought againſt ir 
hſo much dexterity , as that the Turks be= 
odiſcouraged, and having loſt all hopes of 
Wheiwg relieved , had not the heart co defend 
mſelves againſt the Scythians, Perſians, and 
ltrians ; who having taken the Town, put 
i to the Sword whom they found in the 
e, ſo that it 1s ſaid there dyed that day a- 
I20000 ſouls , beſides ſome perſons 
Equalicy which were taken, and amonglt the 
ſithe ſon of Bajazer, the firſt of that name, 
pby his Father had been pur into the City 
Sebaſta , the betrer to provide for its de- 
ace; bur he had not long kept it, before 
rlain made him paſſe under the merci- 
ile cruelty of his moſt impious rage. After 
Which he ſever Ambaſſadors unto Bajazer, 
"Soumanding him to render unto all choſe 
mom he had diſpoſiefied, whatſoever he had 
bolt on juſtly derained from them (which was 
ameer pretence in Tamber/ain tO pick a 
trel with Bajazet ) as alſo to pay unto him 
Wand exceffive Tributes. Nor will I here 
ture ro eontend whether Tamberlam 
Wd juſt cauſe ro war againkt Bajazet » as be- 
Fa Tyrant ; for all che world knows this 
i#ter made uſe onely of this cloak or pre- 
ce thecberrer ro colour and diſguiſe his do- 
hone 
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figne again(t this poor Turke ; who althogoh 
he was called Tems Cuthlu , which in the 
Tartarian Language hgnifiesa Fortunate Iron, 
becauſe he was not onely happy in his enter. 
priſes , bur as valiant at his Sword ; inſomuch 
as that he made a great part of the World tg 
tremble : So on the other part Bajazet was 
firnamed Lelapa , which Ggnifies a Furiow, 
wave ; and Hildin » which: fignities Boiſteray 
and /mpetuous. Notwithitanding Tamberlain 
did make him know , that his Forts: 
ſword did not apprehend che being ſhaken 
broken by the Twrkiſh Waves and Thunder 
belts ; but that ro the contrary his name Le 
lapa was rather to be (liled a #Whzr/-w1nae, not 
by reaſon of Bajazer's vertue and valour , but 
becauſe of his paſſion and haſtineſs , whereby 
choſe fortunate enteryciſes were diflipatedand 
confounded , which he might have carriedon 
olorioully, had he ſuffered reaſon to have ber 
his guide. And ir even fell ont (© ; tor Buys 
z&t returned a very ſmart anſwer unto Taw 
berlain, and unadviſedly tainted the Tartar: 
Wives honour ; which words coſt him dex. 
For 2s T amberlaindid not bear any 200d mil 
to Bajazet at ali » ſohis Wife being enraged 
at the indignities which were put upon het 
by the Turk, did ſo highly incenſe her Hal 
band » as that he was not to expect atiy peace 
with his Wife,unleſs he purſued the Tr; witl 
Fire and Sword. 
Wherefore Tamberlain aſſembled 2 foil: 
dable Army of Tartarians, Scythians,Per ia 


eArmenians, and Battriavs, amounting ut 
ch 
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number of $00000 fighting men , and 
aſſed chrough the Provinces of Lydia and 
Phryg'4 3 which cauſed Bajazet to raiſe the 
feve of (onſtartivople, and-ro march into

nco his Countrey , reſolving before Tam- 
erlain ſhould have time to proceed,he would 
encounter him , and fight him in Armenia, 
or upon the banks of Exphrates;and alchough 
they ſought each other , yer they could nor 
neeta long while, Bajazet's Council in the 
nterim were of opinion, that he ſhould do 
well correat with T amber lain, ſeeing he was 
not ftrong enough to refitt him , and would 
not diſpend his Treaſury to raiſe new Forces, 
Aer which the Tark having intelligence 
that Tamberlain marched into Bythiniato be- 
heve Pryſe (heretofore called Brwſe) the chief 
City of the Conntrey ; and the Royal Seat, 
te reſolved to fight him in that place, And 
both Armies joyned Batrel in the Moun: 
Stella (where Pompey fought with Iithridae 
tes 11 the year 1297.) and the T xrk chan- 
ang to be worlted, there were above two 
tundred thouſand of chem ſlain in the place, 
and an infinice number raken. Now Baja» 
wt perceiving the day was lot, began to 
xknowledge his errour when it was too late ; 
wherefore he reſolved ro repair the faults 
the beſt he could , and ſave himſelf by flighr, 
teing mounted on a Mare which was as ſwift 
the winde. Bur the misfortune of his diſa- 
lter following him , he was purſued by the 
Tamberlainſts , who overtook him > by the 
faulc 
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fault which Bajazet commitred in lertin 
Mate drink , who thereby became fo hew!W# 
and repleniſhed , as that the could not make 
ſo much way as ſhe did before ; belides ay 
which, this poor King being tronbied with 
the Gout , which had diſabled his hands and 
feet. 

The Tamberlainiſts having ſeized on ſuch; 
rich booty > as alſo on all the Baſhaws, By. 
lerbegs, Aga's, and Sangea's of the King 
Twrkze ; he was brought unto Tamberlay, WW 
who taking him by the ſhoulders , ſaid theſe Þ 
words , Thou diſloyal Coward thou art ny 
1m) Slave , and thou ſhalt recerve the reward if 
thy deſerts. Bajaxtt being full of amazement, 
anſwered him , Tpray you Sir, kill me : butthe 
Conquerour replied, Let's gos let's go , th 
1s n0 mancan ſave thee. Whereupon this miſe. 
rable captive forgetting the miſerable elite 
wherein he was, returned harſh-langvave un- 
ro his Conqueror., and with injurious terms 
began ro inveigh againſt T amber lazn, reprox 
ching him with his baſe extraction , and with 
his former profeſſion of Theevery, $0 thatit 
was 2 wonder this Zagathean did nor cauſe 
him immediately to be ſlain ; for on a leſe 
occa(1ien he cauſed his grear friend Myraet 
be put to death , becauſe he onely had advers 
tured to ſay , that the Principality. of Sam 
cand was too well ſetled, to fall into the 
hands of ſo inferiour a fellow , and ſo incot» i

nuch that he had about him always a man to 
fame his voyce 5 he was the firſt Orator that 
d his Speech, or ſpoke by an Herald: his 
ch was as well couched as his life. 

It was elegantly faid of him , I hate alike as 
lqarting from the mean, both Antiquaries, and 
ifefiors of Novelties. 

He did not fo much obſerve Orchography, 
Mc. the form and preciſe rule of writing ſet 
bwn by Grammarians, but ſeemed to follow 
heir opinion » who think men ſhould write 
xcording as they ſpeak. 

He could not away fo much as with che 
Winter Suan-ſhine , and cherefore at home he 
never walked up and down in the Air without 
bis zbroad-brim'd hat upon his head. 

Ingeneral Salutations he admitted the very 
fed Commons,entertaining the ſuits and defires of 
-M il comers with ſo great humanity , as that 
herebuked one of them merrily , becanſe in 
reaching unto him a ſupplication, he did it ſo 
timorouſly, as if he had been reaching meat to 
n Elephant. 

He won the Soldiers with gifts, the people 
wth provifion of viſuals , and all with the 
ſweetneſs of reſt and peace. 

He faid of Tiberizs, O unhappy people of 
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Rome , that ſhall be under ſuch a flow pair of 
jawes | By this enigmatical Speech he compa. 
red the ſtate of the people of Rome unto the 
miſerable caſe of one , whom ſome ſavage and 
cruel beaſt hath gotten between his teeth, nor 
2vouring and diſpatching him at once, but 
there holdeth and cheweth him a long while 
in exceeding pain ; alluding to the ſecret ma- 
lice and dreaming nature withal of Tiberiy, 

To expreſ the ſpeedy expedition of a thing 
done haſtily , he ufed this proverb; Quicker 
( would beſfay ) than Sparages can be ſodden, 

Beholding certain rich ſtrangers and for- 
reigners at Rome carrying Whelps of Dogs and 
Apes in their boſoms , and making much of 
them, he did ask, whether women did not 
bring forth children in their Conntreys ? Hereby 
giving a worthy and Princely admonition to 
them,vvho do conſume and waſte upon Beaſts, 
the natural affe&ion and love due to mea, 

When he purpoſed never to do what he was 
requelted , he was wont by.way of proverb 
to ſay , Thathe would do it, ad calends Gres 
cas, 1. e, in our Engliſh proverb, at latter 
Lammas, never. 

He was ſo much afraid of Thunder and 
Lightning , that he ever carried about with 
- him for a preſervative remedy a Seal-skin: yea, 
and whenfoever he fuſpeted there would be 
any extraordinary ſtorm or tempeſt, he would 
retire himfelfinto a cloſe ſeerer room under 
ground, and vaulted above head.

- haſty ; he ſlew himſelf with his own hands, bur 
ſlept ſo ſoundly the night before , that the 
Grooms of his Chamber heard him ſnozr. 

Many of his Soldiers who were preſent a- 
bour him» when with plentiful cears they had 
kiſſed his hands and feer as he lay dead, and 
commended him withal for a moſt valianc 
man, and the onely Emperou? that ever was ; 
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Funeral-fire killed chemſelves. Many of them 
alſo who were abſent, heating of the news of 
his end, for very grief of heart ran with theic 
weapons one at another to death. 

Moſt men who in his life-time curſed and 
deteſted him,when he was dead highly praiied 
him : ſo as ic was a common and rife ſpeech, 
that Galba was by him ſlain, nor ſo much for 
chat he affe&ted to be Soveraign Ruler, as be- 
cauſe he defired co recover the liate of the Re» 
publicks and the freedom that was loſt.

For 
Fees born of Fove ( whence that Family de- 
rives it's name) begot Telamorn and Pelews. 
One whereof was a Soldier under Hercules, 
and thereby procured hiam(elf mnch honour, 
PFeleus among other exploits fought ſo cou- 
ngiouſly againſt the Centavrs , that Merews 
oavehim his Daughter Tbetis to marriage for 
areward of his Victory. Ajax and Texcer are 
born of Telamon', and Pelews of Achilles : bur

For all this Texcer was not look'd upon as one 
baſely born, or in any thing inferiour to the 
reſt. For when Troy was deftroyed and over. 
whelmed , he ſought the Ile Cyprus, where 
he buile a City » and called ie after his own Wi 
Countreys name,Salamin.Thoſethar truly de- With* 
ſcended from him by a dire& line,Rill obtained 
che Kingdom by inheritance, until at laſt a cex- 
tain man of Phenicis ſayling into Cyprus , was 
received into favour. and dignity by him that 
then enjoyed the Kingdom : but chis man fil'd 
with ingraticude , and forgetting the kindneſ 
done to him , throweth out his Patron , and 
uſarpech the Kingdom ; in the time of whoſe 
Reign Evagoras was born. Concerning whoſe 
birth, all Divinations and Oracles I ſhall wave 
at preſent , not that I defire there ſhould be 
no credit given unto them, but that my nnwil- 
lingneſs to faign any thing of him may there- 
by appear ; foraſmuch as ary thing of that na- 
ture which 1s worth the noting, 1 ſhall deliver 
' in filence. When he was a Childe,he was beau- 
eifal and comely, withal ſtrong and continent; 
but when become a man, he added fortitude, 
wiſdome and juſtice to his youthly diſpoſition, 
Neither was he thus vertnous after an ordina- 
ry manner , but was therein ſo egregiouſly e- 
minenit, that thoſe that then bare ſway, won- 
dering at his vertnes and noblenefle of (pirit, 
were not a little afraid of the pregnant hope 
of his Principality. For they were verily per- 
ſwaded , that a man endowed with his parts 
and ingenious diſpoſitions , could never be

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arenred with'a private life : Yer they had

Neither were they deceivedin their hopes; 
cauſe God had ſuch an eye to his good- 
wiſe , that he obrained with eaſe che Kingly 
jenity Without any hurt at all. For when a

& could hardly mifle of the Kingdom, if Eve- 
ws did not Rand in his way y and therefore

Neither was he ( as uſually baniſhed men 
&) daunced in ſpiric , bur recained ſo much 
Eis magnanimity , that he upon no hand 
tought to live withour the enjoyment of the 
lingdom : yer be thought ir a baſe and igno- 
tinuous thing to 1mplore the help of his fel 
bw-Exiles co the revenge of this Crime; 
dough never ſo hatnous. 

Therefore having procured no more then 
ity men,he was reſolved either to loſe his 
lie, or enjoy his Kingdom ; whereupon ſee- 
__ Afﬀociates of his bearing ſnch an 

Gon towards him , and ready to perform 
lis commandshe preſently judgeth himſelf 
tbe mightier then the enemy. Sor coming 
atothe Ile of Cypr»s, marcherh inte che Ci-

& his ſervice,fince they choſe rather to affront 
him ot of the City, then to check the ſeditt- 
ous in it ; -- an efle& rather of their cowardile 
than their ingratitude , fince ( as appeared 
from the Senates thanks co Tib: Gracchny for 
defending him , &c.) the moſt wiſhed hin 
well, when the worft uſed him (o ill, _ 
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Well did he deſerve of his Countreys peace» 
when he would revenge himſelf on it as 
Coriolanus, &c. with War. Better of their li- 
berty, when he refuſed theTitle of King , the 
honour of Diftacor, and the Statue of a Gene- 
ral.
